Brief
discussion occurred. Commissioner Johnson made a MOTION to table issue until
the September meeting. The motion was seconded by Commissioner Danz. The
motion passed.

Regulations page 8 - 10.1 Licensee shall provide a Type V vest-type
personal flotation device approved by the United States Coast Guard for
commercial whitewater use to each passenger to be transported in watercraft by
the licensee and shall be securely fastened and worn by the passengers while
underway. Trip leaders and trip guides shall wear either Type 11l or Type V vests
approved by the United States Coast Guard for commercial whitewater use and
shall securely fasten them while underway. The use of Type Ill or Type V
personal flotation devices by passengers is acceptable for kayak or canoe
instruction. Commissioner Johnson made a MOTION to change the regulation.
The motion was seconded by Commissioner Danz. After a brief discussion the
motion passed.

Regulations page 2 - 3.1.2b — Striking 3.1.2c from the confluence of
Bucklick Creek to the Railroad Bridge at Jodie. Commissioner Johnson made a
MOTION to make modifications to regulations. The motion was seconded by
Betty Cutlip. The motion passed.
